DAILY  PROCEEDINGS. 

FIRST  DAY — -WEDNESDAY* 

The  New-Hampsliire  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist-Episcopal 
Church  convened  its  thirty-eighth  session  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Manchester, 
N.H.,  April  10,  1867,  Bishop  Kingsley  presiding. 

The  session  was  opened  with  the  usual  religious  services,  followed  by  the 
sacrament  of  the  Holy  Communion,  conducted  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by 
the  Presiding  Elders  and  other  ministers. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Guernsey  was  chosen  Secretary ;  and  R.  S.  Stubbs  and  S.  G. 
Kellogg,  Assistants. 

The  usual  Circulars  from  the  Book  Concefn,  our  Literary  Institutions, 
and  Benevolent  Associations,  were  received,  read,  and  referred. 

The  usual  Standing  Committees  were  ordered  and  appointed. 

Rev.  Dr.  Trimble,  Second  Assistant  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist-Episcopal  Church,  was  introduced.  Also 
Rev.  Dr.  Cobleigh,  late  Editor  of  "  Zion's  Herald." 

Conference  proceeded  to  consider  in  order  the  second,  fifth,  and  eighth 
questions  of  the  Minutes. 

Adjourned  with  the  benediction. 

Injthe  afternoon,  a  large  congregation  listened  to  a  true  sermon,  by  Brother 
D.  P.  Leavitt ;  and,  in  the  evening,  the  Annual  Conference  Sermon  was 
preached  by  our  venerable  father,  Samuel  Norris,  from  the  text,  "  Say 
not  thou  what  is  the  cause  that  the  former  days  were  better  than  these ; 
for  thou  dost  not  inquire  wisely  concerning  this  "  (Eccl.  vii.  10).  It  was 
a  suggestive  and  profitable  discourse. 


SECOND  DAY  —  THURSDAY. 


Conference  met  at  eight  o'clock,  a.m.  Religious  service  conducted  by 
Brother  A.  Folsom. 
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Rev.  Mr.  Durgin,  Delegate  from  the  Free-Will  Baptist  Yearly  Meeting, 
was  introduced,  and  addressed  the  Conference,  presenting  the  fraternal 
greetings  of  that  body. 

Rev.  Mr.  Brooks,  pastor  of  a  Free-Will  Baptist  Church  in  the  city,  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Willey,  Agent  of  the  New-Hampshire  Bible  Society,  were  intro- 
duced. 

Brother  N.  P.  Philbrook,  recently  transferred  to  our  Conference  from  the 
Providence  Conference,  was  introduced. 

Rev.  Mr.  Parker,  Delegate  from  the  New-Hampshire  Association  of 
Congregational  and  Presbyterian  Churches,  was  introduced,  and  addressed 
the  Conference,  presenting  the  Christian  salutations  of  that  body. 

Rev.  Dr.  Walden,  of  the  Cincinnati  Conference,  Secretary  of  the  Freed- 
men's  Aid  Society  of  the  Methodist-Episcopal  Church,  was  introduced. 

Rev.  Dr.  Trimble  addressed  the  Conference  in  a  very  earnest  and  inter- 
esting manner,  on  the  subject  of  our  missions. 

Brother  C.  Holman  presented  a  paper  from  Rev.  T.  W.  Lewis,  respecting 
"  The  Charleston  Christian  Advocate."  The  Bishop  spoke  a  good  word  for 
that  paper. 

Took  up  the  11th  Question  of  the  Minutes. 

Rev.  A.  C.  Manson,  Presiding  Elder  of  Dover  District,  gave  a  good  ac- 
count of  the  work  during  the  year  ;  and  the  characters  of  all  the  effective  El- 
ders on  that  District  were  passed. 

Concord  District  was  represented  as  in  a  prosperous  condition  by  Rev.  E. 
Adams,  Presiding  Elder  ;  and  the  effective  Elders  were  passed. 

Adjourned  with  the  benediction. 

In  the  afternoon,  an  interesting  public  meeting  was  held  in  the  interests  of 
the  cause  of  education.  Brothers  Dinsmore  and  Babcock,  Prof  Harrington, 
and  Dr.  Cobleigh  addressed  the  meeting. 

In  the  evening,  the  Annual  Missionary  Sermon  was  preached  by  Brother 
D.  C.  Babcock,  from  Matt.  xxii.  39  :  "  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thy- 
self." 

THIRD  DAY — FRIDAY. 

Conference  met  at  half-past  eight  o'clock.  Religious  services  conducted 
by  Brother  O.  H.  Jasper. 

The  Conference,  by  vote,  provided  for  the  organization  of  a  plan  by  which 
the  prominent  facts,  such  as  date  of  birth,  conversion,  call  and  introduction 
into  the  ministry,  joining  Conference,  ordination,  &c.,  in  the  personal  his- 
tory of  each  preacher,  shall  be  obtained,  and  recorded  in  a  permanent  book, 
kept  for  the  purpose,  in  the  archives  of  the  Conference. 

Took  up  the  Minute  Questions. 

Rev.  A.  J.  Church,  P.E.,  gave  an  interesting  account  of  Claremont 
District ;  and  the  characters  of  the  effective  Elders  on  the  District  were 
j)asscd. 

Rev.  Mr.  Gage,  Agent  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Chaffin,  Delegate  from  the  same  body,  were  introduced ;  and  the  latter  gen- 
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tleman  addressed  the  Conference,  presenting  the  kindly  greetings  of  our 
Baptist  brethren. 

Brothers  Otis  Cole,  George  W.  Carr,  Charles  E.  Rogers,  candidates  for 
"  full  connection,"  were  examined  by  the  usual  disciplinary  questions,  and 
faithfully  and  feelingly  addressed  by  the  Bishop. 

Rev.  D.  Dorchester,  of  the  New-England  Conference,  was  introduced. 
The  Committee  on  the  Freedraen's  Aid  Society  presented  their  report ;  and 
Rev.  Dr.  Walden  presented  the  objects  and  claims  of  that  organization  in  a 
very  lucid  and  interesting  speech.    Adjourned  with  the  benediction. 

In  the  afternoon,  a  large  audience  was  in  attendance  at  a  meeting  held  in 
the  interests  of  the  Church-Extension  enterprise.  Effective  addresses  were 
made  by  several  brethren. 

In  the  evening,  a  grajid  Temperance  Meeting  was  held  in  Smyth's  Hall, 
and  was  addressed  by  Brothers  Dinsmore,  Jasper,  Church,  and  Barrows. 

FOURTH  DAY  —  SATURDAY. 

Opening  religious  services  conducted  by  Brother  S.  Green, 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  Trustees,  Brother  E.  Scott,  presented 
the  report  from  that  body.  Brother  Scott  also  presented  resolutions,  dis- 
posing of  the  "  Marston-Farm  Fund,"  which  were  adopted. 

The  Conference  voted  its  favor  to  the  Metropolitan  Church,  at  Washington, 
D.C.,  and  appointed  Hon.  T.  L.  TuUock  and  Rev.  J.  Pike  to  raise  $500,  to 
finish  paying  for  the  "  New-Hampshire  Pew  "  in  said  church. 

Took  up  the  1st  question  of  the  Minutes. 

The  Conference  Stewards  presented  their  report  by  their  faithful  Chair- 
man, Brother  James  Adams,  who  has  become  a  veteran  in  this  important 
business,  and  who  deserves  honorable  mention  in  this  connection.  The  re- 
port was  adopted,  and  the  14th  question  of  the  Minutes  answered. 

Rev.  Dr.  Butler,  of  the  New-England  Conference,  was  introduced. 

Brother  A.  B.  Russell  was  re-admitted  to  the  Conference. 

An  invitation  was  received,  through  the  Secretary,  from  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  New-Hampshire  "  House  of  Reformation,"  a  State  institution,  lo- 
cated in  the  city,  for  the  members  of  the  Conference  to  visit  the  same.  Ad- 
journed. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  candidates  for  full  connection  related  their  religious 
experience,  and  call  to  the  ministry,  to  a  crowded  audience. 

In  the  evening,  the  Conference  Sunday-school  Union  held  its  anniversary. 
Addresses  were  made  by  Brother  Culver,  Dr.  Barrows,  and  Dr.  Trimble. 

FIFTH  DAY — SUNDAY. 

The  Conference  love-feast  on  Sunday  morning  was  a  season  of  special 
interest.  Rev.  J.  Thurston  presided.  In  one  hour,  sixty-nine  persons  bore 
their  testimony  for  Christ ;  several  testified  that  the  blood  of  Christ  cleansed 
them  from  all  sin. 

Bishop  Kingsley  preached,  at  half-past  ten  in  the  morning,  a  very  interest- 
ing and  affecting  discourse  from  Luke  xix.  10.    The  discourse  was  about  an 
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hour  in  length ;  not  in  the  Bishop's  best  style,  but  full  of  good  thoughts  strik- 
ingly illustrated,  and  delivered  in  a  plain,  simple,  and  earnest  manner,  fur- 
nishing a  pleasant  feast  to  all  spiritually-minded  persons  present.  After  the 
Sermon,  Otis  Cole  and  C.  E.  Rogers,  members  of  the  Conference,  were  or- 
dained deacons.  The  following  were  ordained  as  local  deacons :  G.  W. 
Ruland,  J.  H.  Lord,  C.  W.  Millen,  E.  B.  Sullivan,  H.  D.  Weston,  Wm. 
C.  Tansom. 

In  the  afternoon,  J.  M.  Buckley  preached  to  a  crowded  house,  from  Job 
xxxviii.  1,  2,  a  sermon  of  an  hour  and  ten  minutes  in  length.  It  was  a  dis- 
course of  great  breadth,  logical,  full  of  good  thoughts  and  practical  sugges- 
tions. At  the  close  of  the  sermon,  A.  C.  Coult  and  Truman  Carter  were 
ordained  elders. 

Sabbath  evening  was  devoted  to  the  Missionarjij  Anniversary.  Rev. 
James  Thurston  presided;  and  the  large  audience  was  ably  addressed  by 
Drs.  Trimble  and  Butler.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  Missionary 
Society  reported  the  receipts  of  this  year  at  $5,740.96  ;  which  is  a  falling  off 
from  the  receipts  of  last  year  of  $1,597.84. 

It  was,  on  the  whole,  a  good  Conference  Sabbath. 

SIXTH  DAY  —  MONDAY. 

Conference  met  at  half-past  eight  o'clock,  Bishop  Baker  in  the  chair. 
Religious  services  by  Brother  Eleazer  Smith. 

The  Committee  on  Temperance  presented  their  report,  which,  after  re- 
marks by  Rev.  Dr.  Cobleigh,  was  adopted. 

Bishop  Kingsley  took  the  chair. 

Brother  A.  P.  Hatch  was  located  at  his  own  request. 

Permission  was  granted  to  the  trustees  of  our  churches  at  Lowell  Street, 
Nashua,  Fisherville,  and  Amesbury,  to  sell  their  church  property,  for  the 
purpose  of  church  improvements. 

Brother  Leavitt  presented  a  resolution  in  favor  of  "  Zion's  Herald,"  which, 
after  remarks  by  Brother  G.  Haven,  the  editor,  was  adopted. 

Garden-street  Church,  Lawrence,  Mass.,  was  fixed  as  the  seat  of  the  next 
session  of  the  Conference. 

The  Presiding  Elders  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  nominate  the  Stand- 
ing Committees  for  the  next  session  of  the  Conference;  and  also,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Pastor  of  the  church  where  the  Conference  is  to  be  held,  to 
make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  the  anniversaries  of  that  occasion. 

The  Presiding  Elders  were  also  instructed  to  make  the  apportionments  of 
sums  to  be  raised  for  Missions  and  Preachers'  Aid,  before  the  close  of  the 
first  ({uartcr  of  the  ensuing  Conference  year. 

Brothers  D.  P.  Leavitt  and  J.  B.  Chapman  were  appointed  Delegates  to 
the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society,  at  its  next  meeting  in  New  York. 

Various  reports  and  resolutions  were  presented  and  adopted ;  the  usual 
votes  of  thanks  passed ;  prayer  was  offered  by  Brother  J.  Currier ;  the  ap- 
pointments read-,  the  benediction  pronounced;  and  Conference  adjourned.

EDUCATIONAL  REPORT. 

The  Educational  interests  of  our  Church,  which  we  as  a  Conference  have 
regularly  supported,  were  never  in  so  hopeful  condition  as  now.  Though 
we  have  struggled  in  their  behalf  long,  and  sometimes  seriously  to  our  person- 
al inconvenience,  yet  we  rejoice  to  have  lived  to  see  the  Church  show  itself 
both  able  and  willing  to  do  a  noble  work  for  all  our  schools. 

Our  Centenary  movement,  during  the  past  year,  will  mark  an  epoch  in  the 
history  of  our  literary  institutions  never  to  be  forgotten.  During  the  past 
few  years  we  have  not  lacked  so  much  in  the  number  of  our  schools,  or  the 
number  of  pupils,  as  we  have  in  suitable  endowments ;  but  this  great  neces- 
sity is  now  considerably  relieved^  though  not  wholly  re7noved. 

This  pleasant  expression  of  our  people,  showing  such  love  for  our  schools, 
is  full  of  hope  for  their  future ;  and  our  children,  and  our  children's  children, 
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will  rise  up  and  bless  the  Church  of  to-day  for  the  ample  foundations  which 
she  has  laid.  This  is  a  sufficient  reward  for  all  our  toils  and  sacrifices,  and 
will  quicken  all  our  movements  in  this  direction. 

THE  NEW-ENGLAND  EDUCATION  SOCIETY 

contemplates  aiding  only  such  young  men  as  feel  called  of  God,  and  approved 
by  the  Church,  to  preach  the  gospel,  in  procuring  a  suitable  education. 

No  Church  owes  more  to  her  rising  ministry  than  ours ;  especially  so,  be- 
cause she  does  not  propose  to  compensate  her  pastors  according  to  their  tal- 
ent. Yet  no  other  Church  of  equal  ability  has  done  so  little  to  assist  in  the 
education  of  its  ministry.  And  it  is  only  within  a  few  years  that  any  thing 
has  been  done  ;  and  even  now  the  aid  amounts  to  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  annually  to  each  recipient.  The  society  is  now  out  of  funds,  and 
fifty  dollars  in  debt ;  with  seven  new  applications  on  its  table  which  cannot  be 
received  for  lack  of  means. 

It  is  proposed  by  the  society  to  raise  this  year  jive  thousand  dollars,  of 
which  sum  the  New-England  Conference  proposes  to  raise  two  thousand ;  and 
this  Conference  is  requested  to  assume  six  hundred^  —  which  is  certainly  no 
large  or  unreasonable  sum  for  us  to  raise.  And  the  people  will  give  it  cheer- 
fully, provided  the  pastors  clearly  and  fully  set  before  them  this  whole 
subject. 

We  have  young  men  now  in  our  seminary  who  are  suffering  for  this  help, 
never  having  received  any  thing.  But  we  assure  this  young,  noble,  and 
growing  Society,  that  we  will  do  our  best  to  raise  this  year  the  full  six  hun- 
dred dollars. 

THE  WESLEYAN  UNIVERSITY 

is  our  college.  It  bears  our  name,  and  is  the  emblem  of  our  devotion  to 
our  educational  interests.  If  we  honor  it,  it  will  honor  us ;  if  we  dishonor 
that,  that  will  dishonor  us.  It  can  truly  say,  "  They  that  honor  me,  I  will 
honor."  "  Our  institution,"  "  Our  university,"  should  be  spoken  by  every 
lover  of  Methodistic  education  with  a  just  pride,  as  he  points  to  the  men  who 
have  gone  out  from  its  walls,  or  names  those  who  fill  its  several  professional 
chairs. 

Growing  and  strengthening  as  our  Church  is  to-day,  rising  in  comparison 
with  different  religious  bodies,  this  (college  should  feel  this  grandeur,  and  show 
it  in  its  capacity  to  serve  the  Church,  and  prove  itself  equal  to  all  her  de- 
mands. We  recognize  the  present  Faculty  as  worthy  of  the  fullest  confi- 
dence of  those  seeking  thorough  training  in  a  collegiate  course.  Let  there 
be  no  equivocal  or  hesitating  trust.  There  noble  and  critical  work  is  done, 
just  that  work  which  makes  men  indtipendont  and  positive  powers  in  the 
world.  The  college  lacks  resources,  means,  endowment,  —  not  character. 
We  rejoice  that  the  resources  are  being  increased  :  they  may  profitably  be, 
until  she  stands  in  financial  strength,  as  she  now  does  in  practical,  beside 
or  ahead  of  the  stn)nghol(ls  of  education  jiatronized  by  other  Christian  bod- 
ies.   Let  us  aim  to  have  one  New-England  college,  and  that  a  complete  one. 
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The  Centenary  offering  will  not  fully  meet  the  just  anticipations  of  its 
friends.  Any  endowment  or  bequest  from  the  liberal  and  wealthy  will  be 
cherished  with  grateful  memory  for  all  time.  In  no  other  direction  could  we 
render  the  Church  or  the  country  more  direct  or  efficient  service  than  by  so 
doing,  and  by  pointing  all  our  young  men  of  inquiring  mind  to  her  classic 
walls. 

OUR  BIBLICAL  AND  THEOLOGICAL  SCHOOL, 

For  this  eastern  section  of  our  work,  has  been,  and  is  still,  doing  a  vast 
amount  of  good.  It  is  a  grand  auxiliary  to  the  Church  in  her  work  of  evan- 
ffelization.  As  one  of  the  chief  means  by  which  she  is  to  secure  her  minis- 
ters, it  has  a  special  claim  upon  her  generosity.  From  the  Church,  the  Insti- 
tute must  derive  its  support,  and  receive  the  men  whom  it  is  to  train  for  the 
great  and  responsible  duties  of  the  Christian  ministry.  The  power  of  her 
ministry  will  depend,  in  no  small  degree,  upon  the  interest  she  manifests  in 
this  institution.  As  pastors,  it  is  our  duty  to  look  after  those  young  men  on 
our  charges  who  are  developing  gifts  adapted  to  the  office  of  the  ministry. 
We  should  urge  them  —  and  help  them,  if  necessary  —  to  secure  a  thorough  men- 
tal training,  and  then  to  avail  themselves  of  the  discipline  of  this  Biblical 
school.  The  Institute  is  soon  to  be  removed  to  Brookline,  Mass.,  and  estab- 
lished upon  a  broad  and  solid  basis.  The  times  demand,  and  the  Trustees 
are  proposing,  a  higher,  if  not  a  more  extended,  course  of  study.  We  must 
not  fail  to  award  due  praise  to  the  faithful  and  laborious  Professors  who 
have  occupied,  and  still  fill,  the  several  chairs  of  this  Institute.  We  are  glad 
to  know  that  efforts  are  now  being  made  by  the  Trustees  to  strengthen  the 
Faculty.  We  hope  the  Church  will  furnish  them  with  all  that  is  requisite  to 
make  this  school  what  it  should  be,  —  equal  to  any  in  the  country. 

Resolved,  1st,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Conference,  New-England  Meth- 
odism is  sufficiently  supplied  with  institutions  of  learning,  having  one  theo- 
logical school,  one  university,  and  each  Conference  its  seminary  and  female 
college.  Therefore,  our  whole  attention  should  now  be  given  to  the  im- 
provement of  their  buildings,  libraries,  cabinets,  and  endowments. 

2d,  That,  as  pastors,  it  becomes  our  duty  to  keep  before  our  intelligent 
and  thrifty  people  the  condition  and  wants  of  our  schools,  giving  notoriety  to 
all  liberal  donations  and  bequests  in  their  behalf,  and  never  forgetting  them 
when  we  are  consulted  respecting  wills,  bequests,  &c.  Also,  to  look  after  the 
young  people  of  our  charges,  whose  abilities  and  circumstances  point  to  our 
schools  ;  especially,  whose  parents  are  not  alive  to  the  same,  or  are  inclined 
to  send  them  into  other  schools.

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NEW-HAMPSHIRE  CONFERENCE  SEMINARY. 

The  Committee  on  the  Conference  Seminary  and  Female  College  congrat- 
ulate the  Church,  tliat  the  institution  is  not  only  out  of  deb't,  but  that  it  has, 
at  last,  an  endowment,  which,  though  small  compared  with  the  necessities  of 
the  school,  gives  promise  of  a  better  future.  The  period  of  debt,  we  trust,  is 
forever  passed:  it  needs,  however,  to  be  followed  by  a  period  of  liberal  offer- 
ings, till  the  means  of  the  school  shall  equal  its  necessities  and  opportunities. 
We  are  still  painfully  impressed  with  the  fact,  that  our  educational  funds  fall 
far  below  the  necessities  of  the  Church,  the  nation,  and  the  age ;  andj  as  our 
seminary  is  soon  to  be  the  only  Methodist  institution  of  learning  in  our  Con- 
ference, we  feel  that  it  has  a  special  claim  upon  the  liberality  of  our  mem- 
bers. 

Nor  does  it  less  need  the  patronage,  the  sympathy,  and  the  prayers  of  the 
Church.  A  school  must  have  not  only  buildings  but  students.  And  we  have 
a  right  to  expect  that,  after  an  institution  has  been  provided,  equal  in  all  re- 
spects to  other  seminaries  in  the  State,  our  people  will  feel  it  a  religious 
obligation  to  patronize  it.  Nor  should  the  Church  forget  to  pray  for  it. 
Every  year  nearly  five  hundred  young  men  and  women  are  brought  under 
its  influence.  To  these  we  especially  look  for  our  future  ministers  and  teach- 
ers. How  fitting,  then,  that  the  Church  should  unite  in  earnest  supplication 
for  the  constant  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  our  seminary. 

The  past  year  has  been  among  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the 
school.  A  very  able  Faculty  has  labored  with  faithfulness  and  success.  The 
completion  of  the  boarding-houses  brings  more  of  the  pupils  under  the  imme- 
diate supervision  of  the  teachers,  and.  this  contributes  to  the  good  order  of  the 
school.  While  the  discipline  has  not  been  harsh,  it  has  been  —  what  your 
committee  hope  it  may  always  be  —  firm.  We  are*  confident  that  the  present 
graduating  class  has  never  been  surpassed,  either  in  good  scholarship  or  moral 
worth.    We  submit  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

Eefiolved,  1st,  That  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  benefactions  of  those 
friends  who  have,  during  the  Centenary  year,  set  apart  so  liberal  a  portion 
of  their  offerings  to  our  Seminary  and  College. 

Resolved,  2d,  That  we  appreciate  the  self-denying  labors  of  the  Faculty  of 
the  Institution,  who,  refusing  fields  of  greater  pecuniary  inducement,  still 
choose  usefulness  rather  than  emolument ;  and  we  pledge  them  our  earnest 
endeavors  to  secure  increased  patronage  to  the  school. 

Resolved,  3d,  That  we  tender  our  thanks  to  Dr.  William  Prescott  for  his 
contributions  to  the  cabinet  the  present  year  ;  also  to  Dr.  N.  G.  Ladd,  of 
Maiden,  Mass.,  and  Charles  Williams,  Esq.,  of  Manchester,  for  valuable  gifts 
to  the  institution.

Dear  Sir,  —  At  the  time  of  my  last  visit  to  the  cabinet  (27th  and  28th 
of  September  last),  there  were  in  the  cabinet  about  2,750  specimens,  as  fol- 
lows: Of  dilFerent  species  of  shells  (marine,  land,  and  fresh  water),  1,000; 
of  geology,  210;  fossils,  2G0  ;  earthy  minerals,  GGO  ;  metals,  31)5.     In  all. 
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inorganic,  1,534;  with  shells,  2,535;  of  zoophites  (coral,  sponges,  &c.),  85 
species ;  of  animals  and  parts  of  animals,  51  ;  seeds,  fruit,  and  vegetable 
specimens,  18  ;  curiosities  (antique  and  others),  58  ;  amounting  in  all  to  2,750 
specimens.  This*  we  intend  shall  be  increased,  before  the  next  session  of 
Conference,  to  at  least  3,000  specimens.  I  have  several  specimens  on  hand, 
which  I  have  collected  since  September  last.  I  hope  also  that  our  brethren, 
the  members  of  the  Conference,  have  not  forgotten  or  failed  to  collect  many 
specimens  for  the  increase  of  the  cabinet. 

I  have,  within  the  past  three  months,  commenced  collecting  materials  for 
an  additional  branch  of  natural  history,  which  I  design  as  an  addition  to  the 
cabinet.  It  is  no  less  than  the  laborious  task  of  collecting  specimens  of  every 
species  of  wood  that  I  can  procure,  both  domestic  and  foreign.  Of  these,  I 
have  already  collected  some  eighty  or  more  species  of  domestic,  and  twenty 
or  more  of  foreign  woods.  The  collection  will  embrace  all  woods  and  woody 
substances,  from  the  currant  and  sweet  fern  to  the  stately  oak,  majestic  elm, 
and  towering  pine,  Where  the  specimen  is  large  enough  to  perm  t  it,  it  is 
desirable  that  each  specimen,  when  well  and  smoothly  dressed,  be  at  least 
twelve  inches  in  length,  and  from  three  to  four  and  a  half  inches  in  width, 
and  about  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  thickness. 

Smaller  specimens  should  be  dressed  the  whole  width  ;  and  the  bark  pre- 
served on  one  edge  of  the  larger  specimens,  when  convenient. 

I  have  many  green  specimens  that  will  require  time  for  drying ;  but  I 
hope,  by  September,  to  be  able  to  furnish  quite  a  respectable  beginning 
towards  a  collection.  As  the  specimens  are  to  be  placed  in  a  case,  simi  ar  to 
books  in  a  library,  it  is  hoped  that  some  friend  will  be  liberal  enough  to  fur- 
nish a  case  suitable  for  the  reception  and  safe  keeping  of  the  specimens. 
Also  that  any  who  may  have  specimens  of  rare  wood,  domestic  or  foreign,  will 
forward  the  same  to  the  sKbscriber.  And  I  will  here  state  some  of  the  more 
rare  domestic  woods  which  have  not  been  obtained  :  Pear,  peach,  plum, 
lilac,  snow-ball,  laburnum,  mountain  ash,  mountain  maple,  prickly  ash  or 
toothache  tree,  nettle  tree,  hackberry  tree. 

The  first  six  are  cultivated.  The  six  last  are  grown  at  the  North,  among 
the  hills,  mountains,  and  ravines.  I  saw  some  fine  mountain  ashes  and  moun- 
tain maples  in  Lisbon  last  summer.  Cannot  some  of  our  preachers  be  per- 
suaded to  procure  specimens  of  those  kinds  named  above  ?  These  thoughts 
I  suggest  for  your  consideration.

Whereas.,  Changeless  habits  are  ordinarily  formed  in  early  life ;  and 
whereas  habits  of  intemperance,  whenever  formed,  destroy  or  render  useless 
every  good  quality  of  character ;  and  as  a  very  important  part  of  Sunday- 
school  instruction  is  to  train  our  youth  to  the  principles  of  total  abstinence 
from  all  intoxicating  drinks,  therefore,  — 

Resolved.,  4th,  That  we  will  use  our  influence  to  have  our  scholars  sign  total- 
abstinence  pledges,  and  be  formed  into  juvenile  temperance  societies. 

Resolved.,  5th,  That,  as  nearly  all  the  conversions  at  this  day  are  among 
our  youth,  we  will  make  greater  efforts  to  increase  their  number  in  all  our 
Sunday  schools. 


TRACT  CAUSE. 

Whereas,  The  Tract  Society  of  the  Methodist-Episcopal  Church  is  exert- 
ing a  wide  influence  for  good ;  and  whereas  its  Board  of  Managers  and 
efficient  Secretary  are  providing  valuable  material  in  tracts  and  the  "  Good 
News,"  and  sending  them  forth  gratuitously  to  bless  the  erring  and  save  the

Resolved,  2d,  That,  wherever  it  is  deemed  expedient,  we  will  raise  the 
$15.00  for  a  Tract  Library  (with  or  without  connecting  it  with  our  Sunday 
schools),  and  avail  ourselves  of  the  offer  of  the  Gift  Library. 


AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY. 

Believing  that  the  American  Bible  Society  has,  with  God's  blessing,  accom- 
plished an  untold  amount  of  good  in  publishing  and  circulating  more  than 
21,000,000  copies  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  in  forty-eight  different  languages, 
in  the  first  fifty  years  of  its  existence,  and  that  it  should  do  vastly  more  the 
present  half-century,  therefore,  — 

Resolved,  1st,  Tliat  we  heartily  approve  the  resolution  of  the  American 
Bible  Society,  also  passed  by  the  New- Hampshire  Bible  Society,  "  to  under- 
take without  delay  a  third  general  supply  of  the  whole  country  with  the 
Word  of  (Jod." 

llesoliu'.d,  2d,  That  wc  will  make  special  effort  to  attend  and  sustain  the 
Bible  organizations  in  this  State,  which  are  auxiliary  to  the  American  Bible 
Society. 
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Resolved,  3d,  That  we  approve  the  plan  recommended  last  year  of  raising 
our  money  by  collectors,  in  all  our  charges,  where  practicable. 

Resolved,  4th,  That  all  moneys  paid  by  members  of  our  congregations  to 
agents  or  treasurers  for  the  American  Bible  Society  be  reported  to  Confer- 
ence for  publication  in  the  minutes. 


TEMPERANCE. 

In  view  of  the  great  importance  of  this  cause  at  the  present  time,  we  are 
resolved,  — 

1.  That  we  will  unite  heartily  with  the  New-Hampshire  Temperance 
League,  and  all  other  organizations  in  their  efforts  to  promote  this  cause. 

2.  That  we  rejoice  in  the  formation  and  success  of  the  National  Temper- 
ance Society  and  Publication  House,  established  at  172  Williams  Street,  New 
York,  and  earnestly  recommend  the  circulation  of  their  publications,  especi- 
ally "  The  National  Temperance  Advocate,"  "  The  Youth's  Temperance  Ban- 
ner," and  "  Scripture  Testimony  Against  Wine."  We  also  recommend  to 
public  patronage  "The  Nation,"  published  at  27  Cornhill,  Boston ;  and  the 
"  Daily  Evening  Traveller,"  —  both  outspoken  and  faithful  advocates  of  the 
great  reform. 

3.  We  hail  with  pleasure  the  selection  of  Kev.  A.  J.  Church  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  New-Hampshire  Temperance  League,  as  their 
General  Agent,  and  we  respectfully  request  his  appointment  to  this  office  by 
the  Bishop.  If  he  shall  be  so  appointed,  we  pledge  to  him  our  hearty  co-op- 
eration, and  will  welcome  him  to  our  pulpits,  and  assist  him  in  reaching  the 
whole  community  in  which  we  live  and  labor.  We  will  also  encourage  our 
people,  either  as  congregations  or  in  connection  with  town  societies,  to  take 
collections,  to  aid  in  the  canvass  of  the  State. 

4.  That  we,  the  New-Hampshire  Conference  of  the  Methodist-Episcopal 
Church,  earnestly  and  unanimously  protest  against  the  repeal  of  the  Pro- 
hibitory Law  of  this  State.  We  also  request  every  preacher  in  charge  of  a 
Circuit  or  Station  to  secure  a  petition  to  the  next  Legislature  from  his  charge, 
soliciting  the  establishment  of  a  State  Constabulary.  We  also  authorize  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  present  these  petitions 
to  the  Legislature. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  chair  is  as  follows :  —  Dr.  L.  D.  Barrows, 
Rev.  D.  C.  Babcock,  Rev.  A.  J.  Church. 


MINISTERIAL  SUPPORT. 

The  Committee  on  Ministerial  Support  are  gratified  to  report  considerable 
increase  in  the  salaries  of  several  of  our  pastors  ;  but  are  pained  to  find  that 
in  many  other  cases  the  support  of  our  ministers  is  very  inadequate,  conse- 
quent, as  it  seems  to  us,  on  a  want  of  an  efficient  financial  plan,  rather  than 
a  want  of  financial  ability. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions :  — 

Resolved,  1st,  That  we  recommend  to  all  our  Societies,  where  there  does 
not  already  exist  a  satisfactory  and  efficient  financial  plan,  that  they  appor- 
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tion  to  the  members  of  their  respective  congregations,  by  a  committee  ap- 
pointed by  themselves,  the  amount  necessary  to  support  the  gospel  in  their 
midst,  to  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance. 

Resolved^  2d,  That  the  Presiding  Elders  be  requested  to  commend  thi^ 
apportionment  plan  to  the  consideration  and  adoption  of  our  people  as  early 
and  as  far  as  practicable. 

Resolved^  3d,  That  we  deprecate  the  practice  of  taking  collections  for  the 
support  of  the  Presiding  Elder  in  his  presence  on  Quarterly-Meeting  occa- 
sions; and  that  we  will  use  our  influence  so  far  as  practicable  in  favor  of  some 
other  method  of  raising  his  claim. 


AMERICAN  CENTENARY. 

The  Committee  on  the  Centenary  of  American  Methodism  respectfully 
report  that  $18,828.35  have  been  subscribed  within  the  bounds  of  this  Con- 
ference for  Centenary  purposes,  of  which  sum  $12,335.22  have  been  paid  in 
cash,  and  $2,544  in  notes,  leaving  a  balance  of  $3,948.78  of  subscriptions  re- 
maining unpaid. 

The  Committee  are  disappointed  and  embarrassed  by  the  failure  of  the 
preachers  to  collect  fully  these  subscriptions,  either  in  cash  or  notes,  and  in 
consequence  are  compelled  to  ask  for  further  time  to  close  up  this  business. 

Resolved,  1st,  That  the  preachers  be  instructed  to  collect,  by  cash  or  note, 
all  unpaid  subscriptions,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Com- 
mittee, Rev.  S.  Holman,  previous  to  June  1,  186  7;  and,  in  order  to  this, 
that  each  preacher  be  responsible  to  place  the  subscription  book  in  the  hands 
of  his  successor,  if  he  have  one,  with  all  necessary  explanation. 

Resolved,  2d,  That  the  Centenary  Committee  be  instructed  to  pay  over 
the  Centenary  moneys  in  their  hands  to  the  parties  authorized  to  receive  and 
receipt  for  the  same,  as  soon  after  the  first  of  June  next  as  possible. 


ZrON'S  HERALD. 

Resolved,  That  "  Zion's  Herald,"  as  the  organ  of  New-England  Methodism, 
and  as  an  able  exponent  of  its  principles,  as  well  as  a  faithful  advocate  of 
religion,  e(piality,  and  temperance,  deserves  and  should  have  the  patronage 
of  all  our  people. 

Resolved,  That  we  regret  that  continued  ill  health  has  compelled  Rev. 
N.*E.  Cobleigh,  D.D.,  to  retire  from  the  editorship  of  the  "  Herald,"  and  that 
he  has  our  sympathy  in  his  affliction,  and  our  prayers  for  his  recovery. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  approve  of  the  election  of  Rev.  G.  Haven  as 
his  successor,  and  that  we  will  use  our  best  endeavors  to  sustain  the  Publish- 
ing Association  in  every  effort  they  may  make  to  increase  the  circulation  and 
usefulness  of  the  paper. 


PARSONAGES. 
Resolutions  on  Parsonages  :  — 

Resolved,  1st,  That  the  Presiding  Elders  and  preachers  are  requested  to 
use  vigorous  efforts,  during  the  ensuing  year,  to  supply  with  heavy  furniture  all 
our  parsonages  now  unsui)plie(l,  and  to  build  or  purchase,  and  furnish  houses 
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where  we  have  none  ;  and,  when  this  cannot  be  done,  to  secure  by  rent  for 
some  years  a  suitable  house  as  a  parsonage. 

Resolved,  2d,  That  our  people  ought  to  be  instructed  that  a  minister's  fam- 
ily needs  a  house  containing  the  same  number  of  rooms  as  any  other  family  of 
ordinary  size,  with  one  additional  room  for  a  study,  —  and  that  that  should 
be  one  of  the  best  in  the  house  ;  and  that  they  need  the  same  kinds  of  furni- 
ture, and  as  much  of  it,  as  other  families  ;  and,  in  procuring  furniture,  stoves, 
and  other  articles,  the  most  approved  styles  should  be  obtained. 


TOBACCO. 

Your  Committee  would  offer  for  re-adoption  the  resolutions  of  last  year : — 

Resolved,  1st.  That  we  adhere  to  our  disapprobation  of  the  use  of  tobacco, 
and  to  our  determination  not  to  admit  those  to  our  body  who  are  addicted  to 
so  unbecoming  a  practice ;  which  we  regard  as  injurious  to  health,  and  preju- 
dicial to  religious  influence  and  enjoyment. 

Resolved,  2d,  That,  by  precept  and  example,  we  will  labor  to  extirpate 
and  prevent  a  habit  so  detrimental  to  the  good  of  society  ;  and  we  especially 
pledge  ourselves  to  use  our  best  efforts  to  guard  the  young  people  of  our 
congregations  from  so  loathsome  and  dangerous  an  evil. 


FREEDMEN'S-AID  SOCIETY. 

Resolved,  1st,  That  we  heartily  approve  of  the  organization  of  the  Freed- 
men's  -Aid  Society  of  the  Methodist-Episcopal  Church. 

Resolved,  2d,  That  we  request  a  collection  in  all  our  congregations,  to  be 
taken  in  May  or  June,  to  aid  this  Society  in  its  educational  and  missionary 
work.

SPECIAL  RESOLUTIONS. 
Rev.  E.  Scott  presented  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  which 
were  adopted :  — 

Whereas  It  is  obvious  from  the  language  of  the  will,  and  the  statements  of 
the  executor  thereof,  that  the  income  derived  from  the  property  bequeathed 
to  the  New-Hampshire  Conference  by  Brother  Marston,  formerly  of  En- 
field, was  to  be  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the  Conference,  and  — 
Whereas  It  is  desirable  to  put  this  question   at  rest  by  a  declaration  of 
the  sense  of  the  Conference  in  the  premises  therefore, — 
Resolved,  That  we  deem  the  income  of  the  Marston  Farm  as  wholly  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Conference,  to  be  disposed  of  according  to  its  best  judg- 
ment. 
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Resolved,  That  this  Conference  approve  the  formation  of  a  New-England 
Methodist  Historical  Board,  recommended  by  the  Methodist  Convention  in 
Boston,  last  June ;  and  we  appoint  two  delegates  to  represent  us  on  said  Board. 

While  the  members  of  this  Conference  are  in  hearty  sympathy  with  all  as- 
sociations which  have  for  their  object  the  well-being  of  man,  and  are  pledged 
to  use  our  influence  to  help  forward  every  good  cause,  yet  we  deprecate  the 
frequent  calls  made  upon  us  by  self-constituted  agents  and  lecturers,  for  the 
gratuitous  use  of  our  churches,  and  for  free  entertainment  in  our  families,  by 
those  who  prove  themselves  inadequate  for  their  self-imposed  task,  or  base 
impostors,  thus  bringing  dishonor  upon  worthy  causes,  to  the  great  grief  of 
all  true  lovers  of  God  and  humanity :  we  therefore  agree  to  adopt  and  be 
governed  by  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

Resolved,  1st,  That  we  will  discountenance  all  professed  agents  and  lectur- 
ers who  come  to  us  without  satisfactory  credentials  of  their  authority. 

Resolved,  2d,  That  we  earnestly  request  the  different  benevolent  associa- 
tions among  us,  appointing  agents  and  lecturers,  to  communicate  to  all  the 
pastors  of  our  churches  in  this  Conference,  by  circulars  or  otherwise,  the 
names  of  the  persons  thus  appointed. 

Resolved,  3d,  That  our  own  authorized  Conference  benevolent  enterprises 
claim,  and  shall  receive,  our  first  and  highest  attention  ;  and  no  others  will  be 
encouraged  to  their  detriment. 


The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  communication  from  the  Ministeri- 
al Association  of  Dover  District,  in  reference  to  those  places  in  our  State  des- 
titute of  the  regular  means  of  grace,  present  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lutions :  — 

Whereas^  It  is  believed  that  in  at  least  fifty  towns  in  New  Hampshire  the 
people  are  destitute  of  the  regular  means  of  grace,  in  consequence  of  the  fact 
that  the  members  of  no  one  church  in  those  respective  towns  are  able  to  sup- 
port preaching  without  the  co-operation  of  their  brethren  of  other  churches, 
which  co-operation  unfortunately  is  withheld,  therefore,  — 

Resolved,  1st,  That  it  is  time  that  the  evangelical  churches  of  this  State 
come  to  such  an  understanding  concerning  this  destitution  as  may  result  in 
each  of  these  churches  assuming  the  responsibility  of  furnishing  the  gospel 
to  such  an  equitable  proportion  of  those  destitute  places  as  they  may  mutual- 
ly agree  upon. 

Resolved,  2d,  That  the  Conference  now  appoint  three  persons  as  commission- 
ers on  our  part,  to  meet  an  equal  number  who  may  be  appointed  by  each  of  the 
other  denominations  referred  to,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  this  subject. 

Resolved,  3d,  That  the  delegates  of  this  Conference  to  the  respective  de- 
nominational conventions  of  this  State  are  hereby  instructed  to  bring  this 
subject  to  the  consideration  of  those  conventions,  and  ask  their  co-operation. 

We  recoiamend  the  following  persons  to  be  made  life-members  of  the  N.E. 
Education  Society,  by  the  payment  of  $20  each  from  the  funds  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Conference  :  —
